PENSIONS 
FOR 
EX-PRESIDENTS. 


Though it 
is 
now 
regarded 
by 


many as a panacea for our industrial 
and * social ills, there 
is 
reason to 
hope th at the time will come when 
the possibilities of the pension 
will 
have been exhausted. Ju st now it is 
being sadly overworked. For cases 
of actual injury, w hether 
in battle 
for the government or in the private 
employment of a factory, the pension 
is a feasible method of recompense, 
because the accident 
could 
not be 
foreseen, and there are special em­ 
ployments where 
retirem ent 
on a 
pension has its justification. 
There 
are other callings again which do not 
fall naturally into this classification, 
and one of these is the calling of the 
expresident. Mr. Carnegie strained a 
point in that last extension 
of his 
benefactions. 
It is better for the servant to pay 
him his money 
in 
wages than in 
pensions, since it m akes for self-re­ 
spect and higher standards of living, 
and this will apply in the more ex­ 
alted as well as the hum bler walks 
of life. That our presidents are now 
very wel paid will not be denied, and 
there is no rule or 
law 
or custom 
which forbids the executive to sav* 
money against a rainy day. Mr. Car­ 
negie says the pension is to enable 
the ex president to m aintain his dig­ 
nity after his retirem ent 
to private 
life, but there is serious doubt if a 
pension can accomplish th a t end.

There is a wide difference between 
foolish preaching and the “ foolishness 
of preaching” that our text declares 
is of divine arrangement. Th i many 
topics of interest and 
profit to hu­ 
manity all have their time and place. 
But the preaching of tile Gospel has 
an exclusive right of 
way 
iii 
the 
Church of Christ, 
lf some claim that 
the people \v;ll no longer attend di­ 


v in e services to hear Gospel preach­ 
ing, we reply that there ar** three 
reasons for this. 
(1 ) The Church lost the real Gospel 
during the Dark Ages, and few Chris­ 
tian p eo p le nave recovered it. 
The 
word Gospel, as all agree, signifies 
good tidings, vt message of joy; but 
the message banded down to hum an­ 
ity from the Dark Ages has been tilt 
reverse of this—bad tidings of great 
misery for nearly all of our race. 
Is 
it any wonder that the great majority 
are disgusted with the horrible mis­ 
representations of tMie creeds ° 
Man 
kind 
have 
trials 
and 
difficulties 
enough in th« present life, and need 
encouragement to hope 
for 
batter 
things in the lite to come. 
(2) Responding to the growing sen 
tirnent of intelligence, the ministers 
of the various denominations of Chris 
tomtom have ceased to preach bad 
tidings of great m isery for all Hut 
“the very elect.** 
Nearly all minis­ 
ters, graduated within the last twen 
ty years, lost all their faith in the 
Bible as the inspired Word 
>f God, 
in the theological seminaries, where 
they were taught unbelief, under the 
name of Higher Criticism: whort' they 
also wore taught to consider it hon 
oiable to stultify their manhood bv 
accepting ordination and saiarv for 
serving a d -nomination whose pub­ 
lished creed they disown 
and 
de­ 
spise. 
Iii the same seminaries they 
acquired the thought that it is righ* 
and honorable to receive title, bono! 
and saiarv from a church, ostensibly 
as a Christian minister and Bible ex 
ponent, and then usa the opportunity 
to underm ine the faith of the church 
and to destroy confidence in the Billie 
as the inspired Word of God. 
Under these conditions, w h it shall 
these ministers preach instead of the 
Gospel of Chr5st. which they no longer 
believe? 
Is it any wonder that they 
preach those Things that they ought 
not to preach, and leave unpre. chee’ 
those 
things 
that

Not many of their hearer; 
care

So how 
can 
such 
ministers 
avoid 
foolisr 
preaching? 


(3) Not content with undermining 
the; faith of the people who trust and 
honor and obey them, these ministers 
mix their higher critical views and 
evolutionary views with diluted m or­ 
ality, and s e r'v this as instead of the 
Gospel of Christ 
He who thinks that 
such a m essage will convert a mind 
from sin to lighteousness, from un ­ 
belief to faith in God, deceives him 
self. 
He who thinks that such m rs 
sages will have a sanctifying power 
in the hearts of God’s people, equally 
deludes himself 
No Gospel Without Redemption. 
The essence of the Gospel of Christ 
is that lh* died for sinners, the Just 
for the unjust, that He might bring 
mankind back to God. 
But the false 
gospels deny that man ever fell from 
the likeness of God, and equally deny 
therefore that he needed a Redeemer 
and that he has a Redeemer. 
Such 
spurious gospels, which leave out tIi* 
very core and essence of the Divine 
Message, are false, by whatever hon 
orable channel they may have come 
W e may be sure th at they are of the 
Adversady himself; 
for thev make 
void the Worn of God, the death o 
Jesus and His resurrection, aud His 
coming again to give to mankind the 
gtorious 
blessings 
and 
privileges 
bought with His precious blood. 
The True Gospel, the “good tidings 
of great joy, w’hich shall be unto all 
people,” contains not a single word 
respecting aa eternity of torture at 
the hands of fireproof demens. 
It 


contains not a single 
word 
which 
would discredit the Wisdom, Justice 
and Love of ‘he Father above, whose 
tender mercies are over all His works 
and whose salvation is yet to be ex­ 
tended to the ends of the ^arth. 
’I he 
T rue Gospel, 
acknowledging 
that hum anity has come justly under 
a penalty or curse of death, sets be­ 
fore the groaning creation a glorious 
hope 
It proclaims, as Jesus did, that 
the time is coming when the curse 
shall be removed, 
and 
when 
God 
through the Messianic Kingdom “ will 
wipe away all tears 
from 
off 
all 
faces.” (Isaiah xxv, 8.) 
It proclaims. 
as Jesus did, a glorious prospect for 
all who desire to come into harmony 
with God; and 
a 
just 
penalty, 
or 
penalty, or stripes, upon all those who 
sin wilfully against light and knowl­ 
edge and opportunity. 
It proclaims 
that a New’ Day is dawning, in which 
tho Lord will give “beauty for ashes 
and the oil of joy for the spirit oi 
heaviness.” 


The True Gospel includes the “Cos 
pel of the Kingdom”—that the Divine 
arrangem ent now is for the selection 
of the Kingdom class from amongst 
men. to be heirs of God and joint 
heirs with Jesus Christ in His Mes­ 
sianic Kingdom.

It is well for us that Jesus

worldy wisdom. 
Truly “the wisdom

world. 
It is because worldly wisdom, got lo 
its hold in the Dark Ages Clat the 
Gospel has been perverted so greatly. 
Great human institutions have arisen 
mighty and powerful, through m an’s 
cunning. 
Priestcraft and statecraft 
have made the professed Church of 
Christ one of tho greatest business 
institutions on earth. 
Not more, but 
toss, of hum an wisdom is what we 
need; and not less, but more, of DI 
vine Wisdom and instruction from 
the Bible.

“ Men should say what they mean 
and mean what they say; and the} 
should speak the plain language ol 
the plain pcop’e so thro all n a y un 
derstand. 
The 
voters 
of the land 
have a right to be treated honestly 
candidly, 
fairly 
and 
courageously. 
They are entitled to that square deal 
of which we hear so much and set 
so little. 
“ Robert J. W alker s report on tin 
tariff rem ains to this day the greatest 
paper on thai subject. 
In it he laid 
down this general principle: 
“The 
highest rates should be on luxuries; 
the lowest or none at all on the nee 
essaries of life.” 
That should be the 
basis of our revision of the Tariff to 
which we are solemnly committed. 


“The rates should be arranged so 
as to produce the maximum )f rove 
nue. while taking from the ultimate 
consumers the minimum of money in 
the shape of tariff taxes. 
That state 
ment may appear to be paradoxical 
but what it proposes is perfectly feas 
ible. 
There is a maximum revenue- 
producing tariff on each particular 
item which can be ascertained, and 
which 
should 
be ascertained. 
The 
moment the rate on any article goet 
above that maximum revenue produc 
ing rate the revenue begins to fall 
off. and the more the rate is increased 
the more the revenue dwindles until 
it disappears entirely, and the rate 
becomes prohibitive. 
“ Such 
is the case with blankets 
nine feet long, worth not 
over 
40 
cents per pound, an article of prime 
necessity, on which 
the 
compound 
specific and ad valorem amounts to ? 
tariff tax of between 165 and 182Vfe 
per cent. 
“ Without going into wearisome de­ 
tails, 
it 
is 
safe to say that three 
fourths of all the tariff rates of the 
Payne-Aldrich-Smoot 
tariff 
bill 
are 
above the maximum revenue produc­ 
ing rates and should be reduced at 
laost to a competitive point. 
“The truth is that the words, ‘a 
competitive tariff’ are 
m ore 
easily 
■ nderstood than the words, ‘a tariff 
for 
revenue 
only.’ 
‘A competitive 
tariff’ is one which would give Amer­ 
icans the American market so long 
as they sell ai fair prices, but would 
let in foreign products if Americans 
undertake to gouge Americans. 
‘A 
competitive tariff’ would in practice 
be ‘a tariff for revenue.’ 
The reve­ 
nue can be increased more frequently 
by reducing rates than by increasing 
them. 
"The present tariff, if thoroughly 
overhauled, could be made to 7.roduce 
a great deal more revenue and at the 
same time not cost the tax p ay ers 
one-fourth of what they now pay, for 
under the present system w’here on' 
dollar goes into the federal treasury 
four or five dollars go into the pock 
cts of the tariff barons.
